Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give reason- 
able notice in writing to all persons liable to taxation in the 
municipality to furnish to the assessors true and perfect lists of all 
their estates, not by law exempt from taxation, of which they 
were possessed on the first day of April of the same year. 


The notice to residents may be given by posting notification 
in some public place in the municipality or in such other way as 
the municipality directs. 


The notice to nonresident owners may be by mail directed to 
the last known address of the taxpayer or by any other method 
that provided reasonable notice to the taxpayer. 


IF ANY PERSON AFTER SUCH NOTICE DOES “NOE 
FURNISH: SUCH LIST, HE IS THEREBY BARRED OF HIS 
RIGHT TO MAKE APPLICATION TO THE ASSESSORS OR 
THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS FOR ANY ABATEMENT OF 
HIS: TAXES, UNLESS 'HE FURNISHES SUCH LIST WITH HIS 
APPLICATION AND SATISFIES THEM THAT HE WAS UN- 
ABLE TO FURNISH IT AT THE TIME APPOINTED. 


The assessors or any of them may require the person furnish- 
ing the list to make oath to its truth, which oath any of them may 
administer, and any of them may require him to answer in writing 
all proper inquiries as to the nature, situation and value of this 
property liable to be taxed in the State; and a refusal or neglect to 
answer such inquiries and subscribe the same bars an appeal to the 
county commissioners, but such list and answers shall not be con- 
clusive upon the assessors. 


Veterans entitled to Tax Exemptions shall file application 
and documentary proof of entitlement on or before April 1.

REPORT OF THE TRENTON VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The officers for the Trenton Volunteer Fire Company for 1978 are as 
follows: Chief, Kelton Muise; Assistant Chief, Robert Norwood; Captains, 
Douglas Monson, Harvey Roberts; Lieutenants, Hilton Hanscom, PhilCoolidge, 
Elmer Kelley, Mike Madore; Clerk, James Stanton; Assistant Clerk, Mike 
Madore; Treasurer, Phil Coolidge. During 1977 the company responded to 
17 alarms. They were: four chimney fires, two auto fires, three auto acci- 
dents, two false alarms, one oil burner, one grass fire, one unattended fire, 
one jet fuel spill, one airplane landing emergency, and one standby for 
Med-evac. copter. 


1977 was a most successful year. Thanks to the generosity of the 
taxpayers and the hard work of the firemen we are established in our new 
fire house. The firemen also built and equipped a new tanker (on an army 
surplus chassis) which is in service. During the past year the company pur- 
chased four plectron units, one 2%” nozzle, a smoke ejector, one AirPak 
and two carrying cases for AirPaks that are mounted on an engine for fast 
use. 


We have also accomplished one of our great goals - Trenton has received 
a fire rating from the Insurance Office. We are E residential and class 9 
Commercial. These ratings should result in lower fire insurance rates for 
many taxpayers (those within 3 miles radius of the fire house). 


All fire equipment is in good condition and operational. However, 
the 1949 Ward LaFrance pumper has developed some serious problems. 
This engine will no longer pump insurance standards, the water tank is 
leaking and other mechanical difficulties are developing. This is the problem 
worthy of consideration by the Town. 


Once again, I wish to thank the taxpayers of Trenton who through 
taxes and donations have enabled us to accomplish so much.

The new Trenton Elementary School opened in September ending a 
five year period whereby the townspeople debated, searched, discussed and 
worked for expanded school facilities. My personal congratulations go to the 
Trenton citizens for a job well done.

Sherri 
Leff teaches Art on a part-time basis. 


Urban Hatch continues as our bus driver. Theresa Robbins still runs 
a fine kitchen. Ed Gray is doing an excellent job as full-time custodian. 


The Committee and I are pleased with the increased opportunities for 
Trenton pupils. CETA has allowed us to have additional offerings. Having 
an all-purpose room at the school has been very beneficial to the extra 
curricular programs for both boys and girls. 


Recent testing of pupils (grades 3-8) in all of Union No. 92 shows the 
overall performance of Trenton pupils to be the highest in the Union in 
grades 3, 4, 6 and 7. They rank second in grades 5 and 8. In the important 
area of reading, the grades rank the same as the grades do overall. In arith- 
metic, the pupils rank highest in three of the six grades and second or third 
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in the other three grades. 


We cannot be complacent because our pupils test well. All of us have a 
job to do to turn back the clock a little and spend more time on the basics 
while at the same time trying to develop healthy attitudes among our young- 
sters. 


The Committee and I wish to thank the municipal officials, parents 
and all citizens for their cooperation. A special thanks goes out to those 
parents who were so helpful in organizing our library.

SUMMARY REPORT 
VOCATIONAL EDUCATION 


During 1977-78 the Cooperative Board has continued the Cooperative 
Vocational Education Programs at each high school, in addition to one 
Auto/Marine Mechanics Program and one Fisheries Program. Programs in 
Health Occupations and Distributive Education were started in September. 
A Fisheries Program in the Flanders Bay Area will be started in January 
1978. Enrollment is approximately 250. Also, there have been a series of 
Adult Vocational Programs during the Spring of 1977, as well as several 
vocational mini-courses. 


The new vocational facility is progressing well and will be open in 
September 1978. The new facility will house nine new programs with an 
enrollment of 344. Students will attend the new facility full time for half 
of their Junior and Senior year. In addition to the secondary programs it 
is expected that a large adult vocational program will be offered both days 
and evenings. 


The 1978-79 budget shows a substantial increase due to the start-up 
costs of the new facility. 


The new facility will be heated by a wood-chip burning furnace. It is 
expected this will give us a very economical source of heat. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank everyone that has 
contributed their efforts to Vocational Education in Hancock County. Their 
help and cooperation has been greatly appreciated.

HIS TAXES, UNLESS HE FURNISHES SUCH LIST WITH HIS 
APPLICATION AND SATISFIES THEM THAT HE WAS UN- 
ABLE TO FURNISH IT AT THE TIME APPOINTED. 


The assessors or any of them may require the person furnish- 
ing the list to make oath to its truth, which oath any of them may 
administer, and any of them may require him to answer in writing 
all proper inquiries as to the nature, situation and value of this 
property liable to be taxed in the State; and a refusal or neglect to 
answer such inquiries and subscribe the same bars an appeal to the 
county commissioners, but such list and answers shall not be con- 
clusive upon the assessors.

In an effort to charge each property owner only a fair and equitable 
tax, the assessors inspected every property in Trenton after April 1st - 1978 
to determine the current fair market value. 

For the first time, the tax maps were available and proved to be an 
invaluable tool in determining the size and location of the properties. Since 
they are still in the preliminary stage and there are some inaccuracies, cor- 
rections and adjustments had to be made on some of the tax bills. As the 
maps are corrected and brought up to date, they will help to provide a means 
to a just tax for Trenton property owners. 

This year we had a large increase in acreage in tree growth from 830 
acres to 2836 acres. 

The State’s valuation of Trenton has increased with great rapidity. The 
value for 1978 is $13,950,000.00 and the projected amount for 1979 is 
$17,250,000.00 Due to this large increase, under present state cost-sharing 
formulae, Trenton is receiving far less aid from the state. Unfortunately, 
Trenton has a very narrow tax base, thus the burden of the revenue needed 
to be raised falls directly on the private property owner. Unless this situation 
is remedied in some manner by the legislature, we can expect no tax relief 
and anticipate higher and higher taxes. 

The valuation ratio for the Town of Trenton is 100% of full value and 
the tax rate is $10.75 per thousand.

During 1978 the company responded to the following 22 alarms; they 
were 5 chimney, 3 structural, 3 grass, 3 woods, 3 false alarms, 1 plane crash, 
1 oil burner, 1 accident, 1 car, 1 Mutual Aid call to Ellsworth Hospital for 
the smoke ejector. 

We purchased 1 air pack, 2 spare tanks and 2 carrying cases to mount 
on the Army Truck, 3 new radios (1 for the station with power pack and 1 
each for Engine No. 1 and Engine No. 3), 1500 gallon portable tank, electric 
primer for Engine No. 1,500’ 2%” hose - 2%” nozzle. 

Five of the firemen attended a school in Sanford last fall and some 
attended a training session in Bucksport too. Also Trenton’s Chief was 
President of the Hancock County Firemen’s Association for 1978.

To the Citizens of Trenton: 


This is my ninth annual report as your superintendent of schools and 
second report where the school fiscal year is different than the town year. 


The elementary enrollment is as follows:

Arlene Cameron continues to faithfully serve as aide under federal Title 
I funds. 


Theresa Robbins still provides the students with a fine school lunch 
program while Edward Gray remains to keep the school and grounds in first- 
class condition. A. Urban Hatch is bus driver. 


The Committee employed a part-time kindergarten teacher this past 
September. The additional staff member allowed the Board to place not more 
than two grades in a room. The kindergarten is using the library area for the 
morning activities. The teacher, Mrs. Damon, transports her pupils home at 
noon negating the need to use the large bus for a few pupils. 


Playground equipment was purchased and installed over the summer 
months. Once we get a good grass cover growing, we will have an excellent 
playground and playing field situation. 


The merit pay agreement we have had with the Trenton teachers 
expires this June. The plan, in effect for three years, has worked well and 
gives the Board latitude in dealing with personnel issues. The type of agree- 
ment we arrive at for subsequent years can not be predicted. 


The 1979-80 school budget being requested is set at $289,990 as 
compared with $291,205 for 78-79. The budget is down slightly primarily 
because we expect high school tuition to be less and there is no provision for 
vocational education. 
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State aid to Trenton is expected to be about $30,000 less in 79-80 
than during this year. This is a direct result of our state valuation rising 
11% last June and another 24% next June. As a rule of thumb, a town loses 
$1 in aid for every $100 increase in state valuation. The past two increases 
have jumped Trenton by $4.7 million. 


Even though our school budget is slightly less than a year ago, the cost 
to the town is expected to go up to approximately $190,000 compared with 
168,400 of a year ago. Although legislative action may affect our calculations 
somewhat, we don’t expect the changes to be significant. 


I wish to thank the School Committee, municipal officers, and citizens 
for their support of the Trenton school these nine years. You have been a 
remarkable community and deserve all credit for having a fine school.

AUDITOR’S COMMENTS 


The following adjustments were made during the 1978 municipal year 
so as to accurately reflect certain account balances. 


Transfer $100.00 from Bicentennial Committee to Surplus 
Transfer $374.75 from Retirement of Note to Surplus 
Transfer $195.00 from Surplus to Shellfish Conservation 


These adjustments were made per request of the Selectmen. 


Additional work was done on the town office during the 1978 mun- 
icipal year. Costs of this work amounted to $3,055.80. This has been paid 
for through the town office savings account. 


A reserve was established this year for the future purchase of a new 
fire truck. The reserve amounted to $5,000. 


Expenditures for street lights, civil defense, town planning and other 
general operating expenses have been paid through the general government 
account. Appropriations to the general government account amounted to 
$3,500.00 and $18,688.45 was transferred from excise taxes. 


Appropriations for snow removal amounted to $8,900. The appro- 
priation was made to cover prior year overdrafts and current year expend- 
itures. The unexpended balance at December 31, 1978, amounted to $105. 


Accounts Payable under the School Building Fund, amounting to 
$5,000.00, represents the balance due on the contract with E. L. Shea to 
construct the new school building. The School Officials have not accepted 
the new school building at December 31, 1978. 


School bonds outstanding at December 31, 1978, amounted to 
$386,125. Schedule 5 shows a breakdown of interest and principal and 
schedules the payments to be made in the following years. Subsidy is re- 
ceived monthly to cover the annual principal and interest payments. The 
method of payment has been changed to monthly by the State instead of 
in advance before the actual bond and interest payment is due. 


Insurance coverage on Town owned property was reviewed. Town 
officials are bonded. I recommend that the Selectmen consider increasing 
the bond on the Tax Collector/Treasurer from the present $5,000.00 to

The notice to nonresident owners may be by mail directed to 
the last known address of the taxpayer or by any other method 
that provided reasonable notice to the taxpayer. 


IF’ ANY (PERSON AFTER SUCH (NOTICE, DOES jer 
FURNISH SUCH) LIST, HE IS THEREBY: BARRED OFiie 
RIGHT TO MAKE APPLICATION TO THE ASSESSORS OR 
THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS FOR ANY ABATEMENT OF 
HIS TAXES, UNLESS HE FURNISHES SUCH LIST WITH HIS 
APPLICATION AND SATISFIES THEM THAT HE WAS UN- 
ABLE TO FURNISH IT AT THE TIME APPOINTED. 


The assessors or any of them may require the person furnish- 
ing the list to make oath to its truth, which oath any of them may 
administer, and any of them may require him to answer in writing 
all proper inquiries as to the nature, situation and value of this 
property liable to be taxed in the State; and a refusal or neglect to 
answer such inquiries and subscribe the same bars an appeal to the 
county commissioners, but such list and answers shall not be con- 
clusive upon the assessors.

TRENTON VOLUNTEER FIRE CO. REPORT 


The officers for 1980 are: Chief - Kelton Muise, Asst. Chiefs - 
Herbert Clement and Hilton Hanscom, Captains - James Chipman 
and Elmer Kelley, Lieut. - Robert Brown, Dan Robbins, Billy Paine 
and Teddy Gray. Treasurer - Philip Coolidge, Clerk - Gerry 
Carriere. 


During 1979 the company responded to the following 22 alarms: 6 
chimney fires, 5 grass and brush, 1 smoke, 3 false alarms, 1 car fire, 
1 aircraft (smoke in cockpit - no fire), 2 - 5 people lost search, 2 
accidents and 1 dog rescue. 


We purchased under the New Fire Truck Account the following: 
1956 Mack - W/750 gpm pump from the Malden, Mass. Fire 
Department, Radio, Siren, Coats, 1,000 ft. 2!” Hose. Had a 
fiberglass tank built to add to the water supply that it could haul. 
With the truck above it gives us a total of 3,700 gals. of water in 
trucks sitting ready for call. 


Six of the Firemen attended a training school held at Sanford and 
six Firemen attended a training session at Blue Hill. The Company 
took part in a two night training session in Ellsworth last fall with 
the following towns on a tanker relay to practice mutual aid 
(Ellsworth, Blue Hill, Lamoine, Hancock, Sullivan, Sorrento). 
Three Firemen attended the State Federation of Fire-Fighters 
Convention at Presque Isle at the firefighters expense. 


We had Billy Clark - Ellsworth Police Department and Lee 
Lounder - Dispatcher for Ellsworth at the time, come down and 
give a one night course on proper use of the radios. 


The Company now has a monthly training session held on the 2nd 
Wednesday of every month. They also purchased 1 new base radio 
with 4 freq., 2 fire , 1 town, 1 region, 4 police, 2 new truck radios, 
all trucks have radios now some need replacing for they don’t work 
well - 4 sets coats, hats boots, and gloves, 2 suction hose for Chev. 
(Engine 4) 3 air packs and 1 new portable radio half bought with a 
grant from government.

We were able to obtain another aide, Martha Balivet, through 
the CETA program. The CETA aide has been a boost to us this 
year helping to offset the loss of one teaching position. 

We have taken some minor energy conservation measures at the 
school. The building was energy efficient when constructed because 
the Building Committee made provision for that sort of thing. 

The 1980-81 budget reflects as increase in those areas where 
petroleum is involved. The School Committee possesses no crystal 
ball for those fuel related costs and at best, can only be hopeful that 
their estimates of costs are close to target. 

A new school bus is needed. The mileage necessary to transport 
our elementary and secondary pupils is the highest, from a 
per-pupil basis, in the area.

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AUDITOR’S COMMENTS 


Collections against the 1979 tax commitment amounted to 
$173,209.56, or 89.8 %of the total taxes due. Interest has been 
collected on delinquent taxes and computed at a rate of 12%per 
annum, or 1%per month. 


Excise tax collections for 1979 amounted to $19,529.21 as 
compared to $18,688.45 for the previous year. Excise tax collections 
were appropriated for general government operations for 1979. 


Expenditures made against the Town Office Reserve account 
amounted to $3,356.40 and expenditures from the Fire Truck 
Reserve account amounted to $9,988.69 for the current municipal 
year.At audit date, these amounts had not been transfered from 
the individual savings accounts. I, therefore, recommend that 
$3,356.40 be transferred from the Town Office Reserve Savings 
account to the General checking or savings account and $9,988.69 
be transferred from the Fire Truck Reserve Savings account to the 
General checking or savings account. 


“ederal Anti-Recessional Fiscal Assistance Funds were 
completely expended during the current year. The $3,213.84 
available during the year was expended on Town Roads. The 
savings account had been closed at December 31, 1979. The 
Anti-Recessional Fiscal Assistance program was ended in early 
1978. 


Federal Revenue Sharing Funds received during the year 
amounted to $5,689. Appropriations made from the Federal 
Revenue Sharing Funds amounted to $11,000.00, leaving funds 
available for 1980 appropriations amounting to $634.16. 


As shown on schedule 4, of this report, the savings account for 
Federal Revenue Sharing Funds has $5,351.24 of co-mingled town 
funds deposited in it. To avoid.confusion and possible errors in 
determining the amount of Federal Revenue Sharing Funds 
available, I recommend that the $5,351.24 be transferred to the 
general town savings account. The compliance aspects of the Office 
of Revenue Sharing Rules and Regulations mandate that a separate 
trust fund or savings account be established for the purpose of 
maintaining the Federal Revenue Sharing Trust Funds received. 
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School Officials had accepted the new elementary school facility 
by December 31, 1979. The remaining $5,000.00 due the contractor 
had been paid by year end. The cash balance remaining in the 
school building fund amounted to $3,412.93. 


At December 31, 1979, there remains $250,000.00 in outstanding 
bonds; interest accrued per Schedule 5 amounted to $19,937.50, 
leaving a total bond payable liability of $269,937.50. The State of 
Maine is currently funding the bond payment with monthly subsidy 
checks. At December 31, 1979, the Town of Trenton had received 
$20,815.85 to be used for the payment due on February 15, 1980. 


As shown on Exhibit D, the valuation times the applicable rate 
provides a tax commitment figure of $189,717.85. The actual 
commitment was $189,670.33. The difference of $47.52 was found to 
be due to errors in computing the tax (valuation times mill rate).
